PoUioea thrive best in rich, level, 
sandy land; but any loose, rich land 
answers ftj well. The best fertili 
z<^T, according to my experience, is 
flttblo manure. The gardnen oi 
Jttbmm eomty tee iMthIng dee.'^I 
h»ve used commercial fertilizers to 
some extent for potatoes, but with 
poor suoeei-% 

Early potatoes should be planted 
as soon as the season will permit, in 
ordeif to insure a good crop. Pota- 
toes do well either early or lato in 
the Muon. When planted so as to 
make in July or A«g«tt> tkey do no 
good. 

But little culture it neeeotery for

Now, as or.r potato crop mainly de- 
pends on tho kind of seed t o plant, 
the first thing the potato-grower 
should look after is first claas aeet^;

themi the best, they should be pro- 
cnred if poeeible, end if that eohaot 
be done, the next best thlTig to do 
is to get good Northern potajtefl (or 
seed. 

The gardeners r round Louisville 
who make a specialty of potatoes, 
think so highly of secoud crop for 
planting, that they prefer them, even 
if they have to pay twiee'ae much as 
tliey woul 1 for Northern potatoea.

As there is a diffbrence ot opin- 
ion as to tho time early pntatoca in- 
tended for homo u^e should be dug. 
it is well enough for me, at this 
point, to state what I know about 
tho matter. From what I hOTO ob- 
served, 1 am sitisfied early potatoes 
should bo dug ai soon as ripe, and 
stored away in a cool dry place, 
where no light or dampuees can get 
to them. After they aro fully 
grown and the vines dead, there i< 
no ohauce foa them to improve by 
being le''t in the ground, and many 
chances for tbom to become dam- 
aged in tome way. If the land if 
moderately moist, only after pota- 
toes are mature, they will not injure 
in quality by boin? left in the ground; 
but if, from heavy rains, there is ex- 
cessive moisture about the potatoes, 
ft r some time there ia dangfr of 
their losing in dryness and becom- 
ing watery. Bxeeesive damp eeasons 
make Urge yields of potato^ 
the quality ia not good. 

The potato is improved by plant- 
ing tho seed that aro found in the 
fruit of the vinos and raising seed- 
lings. There are people who devote 
much time to raising seedling pota- 
toes; and when they succeed in get 
a kind that is better then the old 
sorts, they sell it at enormous figures. 
No tffort is made to improve a va- 
riety of tho potato. It la generally 
held that a variety ean be improved; 
but until an effort is made and fhila, 
we bave no right to an opinion it. 
regard to tho matter. While I have 
no experienoe in trying to improve 
a kind of potato by careful selection 
of the best tubers for seed, I can 
not help thinking, it the very belt 
potatoes of the proper age were al- 
ways selected, vome improvemeot 
•^ould follow. No cartful selection 
ot the potato is ever made to plant; 
but all, as a rale, just as taey eoae 
from the ground— good, bad and in- 
different— aro planted; and it too 
often happens the very worst are 
taken to plant, such as thoae that 
are too small to go to market. On 
this subject I know this much, that 
the largest potatoee produce the 
strongeet vinee and the earlieet po- 
tatoes. 

The diseases that do most dsmage 
to the Irish potato are leab end leaf 

blight. The latter diseue can be 
avoided by planting second crop 
seed, as th<>y are exempt* turn it. 
Manure ie the principal eaUM of the 
scab; but how it doee it I ean not 
sny. I have been studying the 
lubjeot for several years, but have 
eooM to no defbUte condtuion in 
r«ferdt«iv 



The scab la never bad in land 
where no manure haoever been put; 
and sometimes il is bad in a paf.h 
where a particular load of m uiun 
was spread, and nowhere else in the 
patoh. Xfais fsct seems to indicate 
that it ie the oondition of tho ma- 
nure wb.a ipread on the land that 
caufci tho scab; but I Lave searched 
in vain far tkht peenlinr oondition. 
I have often thought I had found 
tho cause of icab, when a fact would 
turn up completely upsetting tiy 
theory. One thing 1 do know is, 
tliftt wherever tho manure from tho 
Churchill Down's race-trocka is 
apread, the scab showa itaelf in a 
bad form. What it M about this 
particular manure that causes the 
•cab, I have early day. Where po- 
tatoes are raised on tho same I»ml 
every year, as they are around Lou- 
ieville, tho beat thing that can 
bc'done when scab becomes bad is 
to change the potato patoh. 

At the eeab ia a groni source of 
lo?8 to tho potato-growers of the 
State. I suggest that Prof Soovell 
take tho matter in hand, and see if, 
by the use of chemicals, disease can 
be stopped or abated. It S'^emo to 
mo, in tho spring, when tho pota- 
toea aro planted, would be the prop- 
er time to begin with experiments t i 
provent sc.ib.

Thi little wrig- 
gler is imprisoned on tho glass siidet- 
0! Ur Gentry's big micro 03pe, and 
s\ha today "arefully inopeoted by 
many a scicutific eye. 

Ever tinoe la grippe made iss ap- 
li|U;aiico a year agf, the Doctor atid 
loihry, lie has been on a siill bunt 
ibr thy inle</)bo3. He f U'ld tlia' 
hiity four yiar» 4^0, and agun six- 
teen years ago, l'iV>ipr« waa jji^ 
demic among human l>«ings, and 
seven yccra ago it attacked Uorsos, 
causing tho Still romomberod ''epi-
